CHILD LABOR. 
From out the crowded, cities of this 


vast republic, from the 
smoke 
and 


noise of its factories there conies 
a 


cry reaching the ears of the people, 
saddening their hearts, and arousing 
them to action. 
It Is a pitiful wall 


as of a wounded animal exhausted and 
overtaken in. the chase, it Is "the bitter 
cry of the children." 
It comes from 


the rumble of mills, the gloom 
of 


mines, and the 'horror of sweat shops. 


Go through the streets of any indus- 


trial center of thu south. 
Where are 


the children? 
Not under the care of 


the home, not on the playground fill- 
ing the air with merry laughter, not In 
the school under the guidance of faltli- 
ful teachers. 
Their voices are drown- 


ed In "the roaring of the mills." Con- 
fined within those dingy walls from 
morning till night, harassed by the din 
of flying machinery, and hearing 
the 


coarse and 
vulgar 
conversation 
ol' 


grown workers, we find the children. 
Here, a weary head drops, but the lit- 
tle one's face is dashenl with cold wa- 
ter. 
There, under the tiresome mon- 


otony of toil, two little eyes fill 
with 


tears, hut a rough reproof sends 
I heir 


owner back to her drudgery. 
Stand, 


fit tlie end of the long any, and watch 
the little laborers filing out 
Never 


before have you seen so many tired lit- 


tle bodies, bowed shoulders, and list 
less hungry eyes that s,peak of child 
hood robbed of all its gayety. 
The 


haggard faces are those of 
«hll-dren 


sapped of their very life-blood, and the 
dry cough speaks of tuberculosis con- 
tracted by the change from the hot 
lint-laden atmosphere of the mill to the 
chill evening air. 
As these weary lit- 


tle souls make their way to 
their 


homes and fling themselves upon thcXr 
beds, too tired to remove their cloth- 
ing, another body of 
child-workers 


takes their places until 6 o'clock the 
next morning. 
Now it Is that you 


realize what a monotonous slavery this 
"land of the free"-shelters. 


This condition of affairs has been 


steadily developing since easily man- 
aged machinery 
brought 
child-labor 


into market. 
The last census shows 


that nearly two million children umtor 
sixteen yearh of age are employed In 
gainful occupations. Tweniy-tivt 1 thou- 
sand of those children work in mines, 
shut In from the .light of day and God's 
pure air. Over seven thousand are em- 
ployed in the glass trade, where they 
aie 
constantly 
Inhaling microscopic 


particles of glass. 
Thousands of chil- 


dren are engaged in various other oc- 
cupations where health and morals are 
Imperiled. 
In New York city alone 


there are 23,000 licensed "home fac- 
tories" where even mere babies 
of 2 


years are put to wor«. 


These facts are alarming, and yet the 


nation has viewed them almost In an 
attitude of indifference. 
Legislation 


by the individual states Is neither uni- 
form nor adequate. 
Laws respecting 


compulsory school attendance, age lim- 
it, educational tests, hours 
of 
labor, 


night work, and trades in which chil- 
dren may be employed, vary In differ- 
ent states. The age limit ranges from 
10 to 16 years and the hours of labor 
vary from eight to 
twelve. 
Some 


states make only two or three of these 
restrictions, and a few make none. On 
acoeunt of the deficiency in stffte leg- 
islation congress has been led tr» take 
up the question, but Its deliberation 
has resulted in no definite action. From 
the facts confronting us it is evident 
that the laws arc not fulfilling 
their 


purpose, and that public opinion Is not 
awake to the seriousness of these con- 
ditions. 


Can the nntlon afford to permit this 


evil to continue? 
Ic deprives men of 


employment by cheapening labor. Ma- 
chinery is now made especially to be 
managed by children, and me-n are re- 
fus.r»d employment If children can 
be 


obtained. 
Thus the laborer is robbed

The parents of little girls who 


are intended for the ballet make them 
commence training as early as six 
years of age 
The ballet girl Is called 


in Europe a coryphee, or member of 
the dancing chorus. 


The toe dance, or what is called the 


pirouette, is hardest for the coryphee 
and the one that it take1* longeat to 
perform just right 
French girls are 


often made to practice it and other 
steps ten years before being consid- 
ered quite accomplished stage per- 
formers. 
This amount of practice Is 


undergone by the girl who wants to be 


a star stage dancer, called In French a 
premiere danseuse, which means first 
dancer 
The premiere danseuse some- 


times gets pay of $180 to $250 a week 
for the work which it has taken her 
years to learn 
Star performers are 


rare, however 
The ordinary ballet 


girl receives from $6 to $15 a week, 
which Is not very much, considering 
she has spent five or six years getting 
her trade 
To be an ordinary ballet 


dancer, merely performing in com- 
pany with others a girl may begin as 
late &i the age of fifteen. But no slow, 
clumsy, heavyweight girl can acquire 
stage dancing, though such a girl is 
much helped in private life by the 
physical training to be had in 
course of dancing lessons 


If you have tried to stand upen tip- 


toe long at a time you will understand 
how hard It must be to do a whole 
dance In that position 
Many girls try 


the toe dance and fall. Standing grace- 
fully upon the toes Is called by danc- 
ing teachers "elevation," which Is pre- 
paratory to the pirouette. 


The first woik the little girls are put 


at is called "side practice." You see in 
the large picture what this Is 
The 


children grasp a bar, and to the sound 
of music go through certain movements 
with their feet 
Sometimes thry are 


made to hold the bar with one hand, 
again with both 
The musician plays 


the violin, and the children go through 
the side practice, while their mothers 


and friends look on. In the picture of 
the child leaning against the wall you 
see one poor little girl who has become 
quite discouraged and thinks she 'can 
never, never learn 
After the pupils 


become proficient In side practice the 
simpler dancing steps are taught to 
them, and last of all the grand pirou- 
ette. 


Experts are continually devising naw 


fancy dances, and some of them are 
wonderful and beautiful. 
I wonder If 


you ever read that famous book "Alice 
In Wonderland ?" If you have not, then 
you must do so, for It Is really a won 
derful land which Alice gets into. The 
story has been acted upon the stage, 
and a famous dancer, W. Bishop, an 
Englishman, Invented for the play 
remarkable performance which he calls 
the "Golliwog dance "

caucus of aldermen then the official j 
.really gets his appointment from the 
aldermen and not from the mayor, 
and naturally he will 
feel his first 


duty to the aldermen and not to 'the 
mayor. 
That puts the mayor in a 


false position; he should name a man 
who will have a feeling of first fealty 
to hinr; it ;s not possible to run the 
thing otherwise. 


This tendency of councils to "butt 


in" on appointments is a' relic from 
the old village days in a city's devel- 
opment.

Born in Trenton, N. J., Dec. 18, 1842,

November. 1SG9. In January, 1S72, he 
was promoted to be an engineer, run- 
ning out of Springfield. 
From April, 


1872, to May, 1878, he was on the B. 
& O. 


BBCAME A CONDUCTOR. 


Then he decided to forsake the right 


•Ide of the cab for the ticket punch 
and uniform, or, in other vords, to be- 
come a conductor. This decision made, 
he «ntered the employ of the old Chi- 
cago & Taducah, a road with a rather 
ambiguous name as It never ran Into 
either one of the two towns whose 
names formed its title. That road was 
what is now the Wabash from Streator 
to Altamont, or In other words, the 
Chicago branch of the Wabash from 
Bement to Forest and the Streator and 
Effingham branches. 


It was one of the early roads project- 


ed through from Chicago to the Ohio 
river. 
For some reason it never got 


any farther north than Streator and- no 
farther south than 
Altamont. 
For 


many years D. H. Conklln of Decatur, 
now dead, was superintendent of the 
road. In 18*0 the Wabash bought the 
line and made it part of the old middle 
division. 
With the road the Wabash 


also acquired Mr. Green. 
He has been 


with the Wabash ever since. 
Nearly 


all the time since then he has been on 
the Efflnsham accommodation. 
For a 


long time this Effingham accommoda- 
tion ran into Decatur, but now it runs 
into DanviUe. 


WAS ONCE PAINTED. 


The Effingham 
accommodation 
is 


not much of a train, never has been 
for that matter. 
They will tell you a 


story over at Bement to illustrate this 
fact. One time a good many years ago 
a party of Wabash officials making an 
Inspection tour of the "iddle division 
were in Bement and noticed two di- 
lapidated coaches

ed.

"Well, I'll be—," exclaimed the offi- 


cial. He had completely forgotten that 
Ihe Wabash had an Effingham branch.

equal strain bo placed on both sides of 
a pier at the same time, else too much 
strain will spring the arch out of place. 
When the east span Is completed the 
form for that span will be transferred 
across the river and put in for tho 
westernmost span so that concreting 
can begin there. 
By this method work 
will be done from either end of the 
bridge towards the middle pier.

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HE fight of the forces of law 
and order against the pool room 
evil throughout 
the 
United 


States shows signs of increas- 


ed activity. There are many persons 
who hold that no vice is so productive 
of injury to society as that of betting 
on horse races. The percentage of those 
who visit the tracks and make bets 
through bookmakers is small in com- 
parison with those who patronize the 
pool rooms, which are in touch with the 
race tracks by telephone or telegraph. 
Men who follow the races as a business 
are numerous enough, but the vast ma- 
jority of bettors work hard at some 
trade or other occupation and earn 
money to play on the ponies. It is not 
possible for these unfortunates to be 
regular attendants at the tracks, but 
they find it easy enough to lay bets at 
the pool rooms in town. Most of these 
gamblers have families dependent upon 
them, and therein lies the tragedy of 
pool room betting. 


To take a concrete instance, there are 


In the city of New York about 300 pool 
rooms. The pool room operators them- 
selves say that there are 240. but the 
district attorney's office places the total 
at 310. All of these places, of course, 
run in direct violation of the law. They 
are cages of criminality. It is estimat- 
ed by a student of the evil that these 
pooi rooms take from the pockets of the 
deluded gamblers $28,000,000 a year. The 
great subway street car system now in 
operation in 'New York cost for the 
building of the tunnels about $40,000,000. 
With the money poured into the pock- 
ets of the criminals who operate these 
places another subway system could be 
built in IPPS than two years. The New 
York pollcp fonrc of approximately 10,- 
000 men costs the city only about half 
the sum. It is a prelty stiff tax to pay 
for the privilege of taking possible 
chnnres to win. with the certain result 
of starving wives and children, ruined 
homes and suicides in many instances. 
Pool Rooms Protected. 


It is quite pertinent to use the police 


force iis a basis of comparison in cost, 
bc'-auso the polire of Xcw York protect 
the pool room evil. Without the organ- 
ized system of police protection the pool 
rooms could not stay open nn hour. It 
is estimated by District Attorney Je- 
rome that the pool room people pay the

police $750,000 every year for the priv- 
ilege of being permitted to keep their 
places open. 
The police receive from 


each pool room from $50 to $100 a week. 
The amount to be paid by each Is fixed. 
There is no variation from the price. 
The sum depends upon the size of the 
pool room's patronage. When the oper- 
ator pays the price, he is insured 
against police raids or other interfer- 
ence. There's nothing like system. It 
pays—both the police and the pool 
room. 


New York has a-population of about 


4.000,000. The money cheerfully turned 
over to the pool room operators would 
split into $7 a year for every man, wo- 
man and child in the Brent city, but 
tHere are a great many children in New 
York and a vast number oC older per- 
sons who do not gamble. The average 
sum "blown" by the bettors no doubt is 
a very considerable part of the average 
income. 
The man who ventures and 


loses his money is not the chief sufferer. 
In very many instances his wife and 
children play that role. They take the 
tragedy part in the play. 


Those Who Are Victims. 


Who plays the pool room game? 


Young men of seventeen,, old men of 
seventy and men of all intermediate 
ages, but the majority are young men. 
They are clerks, mechanics, laborers 
and small shopkeepers. It is declared 
by the chief clerk of the New York dis- 
trict attorney's office that more young 
men of respectable antecedents are sent 
to the reformatories and the penitenti- 
aries because of losses to the pool rooms 
than from any other cause. When they 
have lost their small earnings, they 
pilfer from their employers and lose the 
pilferings. No doubt they fully expect 
to win and pay back what they steal, 
but such expectations are seldom ful- 
filled. Even when a man does win with 
pilfered money the temptation to play 
t again for bigger stakes is strong. 
It cannot be said that the mere love 


of gambling is responsible for all this 
pool room betting. 
Some men gamble 


jecause they have a mania for it. Others 
do it because they foolishly hope to make 
big winnings and put their families on 
"Easy street." 
They read about the 


enormous winnings of some of the race 
track plungers who follow the tracks 
•onstantly and imagine that, they can 
duplicate these killings. In the great 
najority of cases the bettor's family, 
instead of moving to Easy street, even-

tually turns up in shabby quarters on 
the Avenue Despair. 


Here is a sample letter received by 


District Attorney Jerome from a de- 
spairing woman: 


"My husband works steadily and gets 


pood wages, but nearly all the money 
goes to the place over a saloon at Hes- 
ter and Essex streets. I have tried sev- 
eral times to get my husband away 
from there, only to be ill treated. 
I 


went to the police. They laughed at 
me. Our rent is not paid, and we do 
not have enough to eat.'' 


The place mentioned is a pool room. 


Here is an extract from another letter. 
the woman having mentioned a certain 
pool room: 


"My husband, who Is the father of 


eight children, loses all his wages there. 
He is kind to us in every other way, 
but the pool room ha.s such a hold on 
him that he lets us go hungry so that 
he can use his money to play the 
races." 


Still another woman writes that her 


husband is in business, but he loses 
nearly all his money and neglects his 
business by going.to the.pool room. "lie 
will'have to give tip his store," she says, 
"if he doesn't give up the pool room." 


Backed by Politiciani. 


Back of th« police In protecting the 


pool rooms stand the politicians. It is 
said on good authority that a few years 
ago a New York police official appoint- 
ed a bartender to collect (he "revenue" 
from pool rooms and other gambling 
places. 
In four year." these two men 


actually divided $4.000.000 between them- 
selves, most of it being pool room 
graft. 
How much went to the poli- 


ticians back of them is not known. 


Burning Pool Room 
Outfit 


The situation in New York is similar 


to that in 'several other cities, though 
perhaps the graft system elsewhere is 
not so perfect. 
One may ask. Why 


don't the higher authorities require the 
police to close up the pool rooms? 
There are things that are more easily 
said than done. Why do men still com- 
mit murder, though murder has been 
outlawed for ages? 
A recent investi- 


gator of. the situation in New York 
say s: 


"While It may be practically impossi- 


ble (o convict the real owners of pool 
rooms and to establish the relationship 
of the certain political interests wllh 
them, there is not the slightest possible 
doubt thai the recognized pool rooms 
can be closed and kept closed if the 
police were disposed (o enforce the law. 
District Attorney Jerome has shut them 
up for the time being by making a few 
raids. 


"The 
police could shut up every 


gambling place in New York without 
making a single raid. It would be nec- 


essary only to send the owners word to 
close up and keep closed Indefinitely. 
The police captain cannot enforce such 
an order. This has been proved llnv; 
and time again. Many an honest man 
has tried with all his heart only to be 
convinced that the opposition is too 
strong. 


"Tho police commissioner cannot en- 


force the order. 
I believe that most. 


people have confidence in General King- 
ham's honesty and sincerity. 
He is 


very much at the mercy of his subordi- 
nates, who deceive him constantly, but 
not so thoroughly as they could wish. 
This is proved by his refusal to make 
inspectors of 
certain 
cajHains 
who 


headed the civil service eligible list. 
Don't .lump at. the conclusion that a 
police commissioner who 'may be fooled 
evidences xvodktiess or luck of capacity. 
When President Roosevelt wits a police 
commissioner In New York he was so 
thoroughly bamboozled by subordinates 
and associates that when he realized 
it toward the end of his term he was 


driven nearly frantic by vexation, and 
he never did know the full extent ol the 
deception." 
A Virtuous Spasm. 


A few years ago the Chicago police 


got after the pool room men with com- 
mendable energy. Tiie operators were 
driven from post to pillar and finally 
out to sea. According to a court de- 
cision. Lake Michigan belongs to the 
"high snas" beyond the three mile limit. 
State and municipal law operates with- 
in that limit, hut not beyond. A pool 
room syndicate chartered a, big lake 
vessel, carrying 1,000 passengers, equip- 
ped It with the necessary outfit and put 
out into the lake. 
The bettors who 


crowded the vessel thought they wen- 
having a line lark. Reports from the 
race tracks were to be received by wire- 
less telegraph. 
If the wireless had 


worked to perfection the plan 'night 
have become popular, but science has 
not advanced fur enough to league with 
this sort of criminality strongly enough 
to popularize It. 
A similar plan wan 


tried in New York In 1005 when a spiism 
of pretended virtue possessed the police 
fur a time, but It was not a success. 


The pool room crlnilnnls, however, 


seldom find It necessary to resort (o 
su<'h up to dale ideas in order to evnd'.1 
(he law. They find that the fifty ilollnr 
fee beats the three mile limit under the 
wire by several lengths, 
Only State Law Effective. 


In some cities the pool rooms have 


been driven out. but usually through 
the operation of state laws Instead of 
municipal ordinances. 
Thin h;is had 


the effect of Increasing the number of 
hnnd book men, mid the rvll will per- 
meate a community until horse racing 
wKH betting on the side Is prohibited 
altogether. 
A memorable Instance of 


the struggle for, the enforcement of the 
law against race track crumbling Is that 
of Missouri. Governor folk curly In his 
administration determined to enforce 
the laws to the letter. He caused (he 
St. Louis pollen force, which is created 
under slate law, to Invade the county 
adjoining the city and raid the race 
tracks time and again. 
Eventually he 


won, 
though there are signs of a re- 


newal of the struggle upon the part, of 
the horsemen. 
The, horsemen know 


very well; however, that Governor Polk 
will make them obey the law even If he 
is compelled to use the entire military 


force of (he stnte. They havo learned 
from experience that he mivins busi- 
ness. All thin hns l(,ttle bearing on th« 
pool room question, but It IB mentioned 
merely to show that IHW cnn be enforc- 
ed when (here Is an enforcer behind the 
law. Pool rooms, of counte, can flourish 
anywhere within 3.000 mile* of a rare 
track If they are not moleKtrd by the 
authorities. 


The case of Hot Springs. Arlt., hi 


more to the point In thlK connection. 
For many yours Hot Springs linn hi>en 
a Mecca for "sports" from everywhere* 
becutise of KB numerous pool rooms. A 
year HKO the pool rooms were finally 
smashed by force, and the parapher- 
nalia was chipped out. 
The opnratort 


were glad to escape with thrir outfits. 
They went to oilier p1ncp» where pool 
rooms arc still pcrtnlued. There they 
nourish nnd pocket the curnlngs of la- 
bor, which IK the sump thing as Inking 
bread out of th" mouths of hungry chil- 
dren.

The Greatest Modern English Editor and Reformer

F the average well read man were 


asked to name a dozen persons 
who have figured most persistent- 
ly in the public eye for the last 


decade it is not likely thnt the name of 
William T. Stead would be omitted from 
the list. It is far more probable that It 
would occupy a place apart, as belong- 
ing to a personality so remarkable and 
withal so elusive that it cannot be 
comprehended easily. 


Speaking generally, however, it is the 


personality of a man who is a free 
lance in the best meaning of the ex- 
pression, a man 
who is galloping 


•through life striving to combat and to 
.redress wrongs wherever and whenever 
he may come face to face with them, 
'having no definite notion of what will 
come next, but ready to attend to it 
when it does make its appeafancc. 
Probably this description would not 
satisfy Mr. Stead, but it is about the 
popular idea of him. 


Mr. Stead came to America recently 


to attend the Carnegie peace demon- 
stration, and the galvanic character of 
his ideas and his forcible way of ex- 
ploiting them have aroused the usual 
storm of discussion. 
It is character- 


istic of him that he agreed with scarce- 
ly anything that was said or done ut 
the peace meetings. It is also charac- 
teristic of him that in the numerous 
outside addresses made by him there 
was far more criticism than approval, 
nnd a marvelous freedom of expression 
marked all his public utterances. 


The career of William T. Stead is one 


!ong story of the aggressive, courageous 
deeds of a man of action. 
Whenever 


'there is anything to do thnt requires a 
giant's strength he packs his Gladstone, 
sets out Immediately, travels day and 
'plight and when he reaches the spot 
;'rolls up his sleeves and goes to work. 
His whole life has been what may be 
termed a wholesale propaganda of al- 
ways stirring, always stimulating ideas. 
He is a man of stubborn ideas, of long 
memory and, it must be confessed, bit- 
er resentment. 
It is true that he is 


Intolerant of the opinions of others and 
that he linds no especial merit in the- 
jries that do not coincide with his own. 
He also has a tendency at times to be 
spectacular, and he is not at all averse 
:o publicity. It cannot be denied that 


vae is master of a subtle power of hold- 
ing the masses, and, although he some- 
' 
crosses the verge of sense and 


comes near to being ridiculous, he is 
never uninteresting. That is the secret 
of his popularity. 


Stead must be a leader or nothing. 


All others must follow him into light or 
be content to grovel in everlasting dark- 
ness. He insists on doing it all. Even 
a universal peace that might come in a 
way not of his advising would have 
small interest for him. In the recent 
peace congress he found little 1o com- 
mend in the work of others. 'Some ot 
the measures proposed were pronounced 
by him to be "worse than war." "Peace 
at any price" is not his heart's desire. 
Sometimes he comes near to conveying 
the impression that anything other than 
peace a la Stead would hardly be worth 
while. 


William Thomas Stead was born at 


Embleton in ISIS, the son of a dissent- 
Ing minister, and was sent to Sllcoates 
school, Wakefleld. where he failed to 
distinguish himself for anything beyond 
a marked propensity for getting Into 
trouble. At the age of fourteen he waa 
taken from school and apprenticed to 
a Newcastle merchant. 
This was not 


to his taste, and he learned the printer's 
trade, becoming the editor of a small 
country paper, the Northern Echo, in 
1871. 
Nine years later he was an as- 


sistant on the P$H Mall Gazette and in 
1883 secured control of that paper. 


UDder his vigorous administration the 


Gazette began to develop into some- 
thing really worth while, but it did not 
grow rapidly enough to satisfy its new 
editor. He was too keenly alive to the 
possibilities of the situation to be con- 
tent with the rewards of ordinary jour- 
nalism. After two years of convention- 
al journalistic work, varied, it is true, 
by occasional outbursts Into what was 
regarded by his fellow editors as very 
yellow journalism indeed, he startled 
ill England and all civilization as well 
by the publication of that series of 
revelations concerning the moral state 
of London that made him the.man of 
the hour. He threw down the gauntlet 
to home, school, church and press, ac- 
cusing each and all qf that silence 
which is equivalent to being accessory 
to crime. 


He insisted on being taken seriously 


and procured a committee to investi- 
gate. At the head of that board of in- 
vestigation were two of the most power- 
ful ecclesiastics in Great Britain—Car- 
dinal Manning and the archbishop of 
Canterbury. 
Stead reserved nothing. 


He was frank to the limit of moral en- 
durance. 
His paper bared the whole 


sickening story to the amazed world 
with no omission of a ghastly detail. 


As a . publicity inciter. the exposure 


was a mighty success.' As a commer-

cial transaction it was unprecedented. 
The Gazette sold like wildfire. Instead 
of the usual penny, each copy went 
readily at 2 shillings. The boys'were 
arrested and fined for selling1 obscene 
literature. > hut "till (ha nrofltahla sain 


continued, and Stead dared the "govern- 
ment to prosecute him. 


At last the matter was taken up by 


the authorities. The Investigating com- 
mittee appointed, by Stead found him 
trt' ho 4liaiffflA<i 'In antyta otnoll ma«*Mf««*o 


but reported nt the same time that Iho 
evil had been exaggerated greatly. The 
editor was accused, found gullly nnd 
sent to prison to serve a term ill hard 
labor. That was his crowning triumph, 
and It WHS thus that he mndc his first 
step on the ladder that led to publicity. 
William T. Stend was at last a figure 
before the world. 


He has never grown less. 
After his 


exposure of social evils In London hf 
was lodged In Coldbath prison for three 
months. They were the happiest three 
months he had ever known. Ho con- 
tinued to edit the Gazette, and the nov- 
elty of the procedure only served to 
stimulate" popular Interest In his jour- 
nal. He did not modify any of Ms fenr- 
ful charges, but he admitted that he 
had been Injudicious in his method of 
springing them. He agreed also that It 
made for the moral welfare of the 
country to let the matter drop, and he 
declared, with a Una! flourish and with 
a gmistly and suggestive Intimation of 
what he could do if It were expedient, 
that he had accomplished his purpose 
of letting the world know what a 
whited sepulcher the modern Babylon 
actually was. 


Perhaps the greatest coup ever made 


by Mr. Stead was In 1888, when he went 
to St. Petersburg to have a talk wllh 
the father of the present czur. The en- 
terprise was as daring,as It was novel. 
No other • journalist would have had 
the nerve to attempt it. It wan at n 
time when the Muscovite sovereign wai 
practically a prisoner In his palnco. 
Constantly menaced by Nihilists, Alex- 
ander was guarded closely, and admis- 
sion to the imperial presence was ex*, 
ceedlngly difficult to obtain. It wuu at 
a time, too, when there was a good deal 
of newspaper talk of war between-Eng- 
land and Russia, and the feeling against 
John Bull was rather^ bitter. 


Stead's' drat step wn* to pose as an 


old time friend of Russia. He succeed- 
ed so admirably In this that he was ac- 
corded an audience at Gatechlna. nnd 
actually talked with Alexander In his 
workshop for over an honr. It was a 
journalistic feat that won the admira- 
tion-of the. world, although the diplo- 
mats shuddered ot Mr. Stead's violation 
of royal etiquette In taking advantage 
of his host's good nature by putting him 
through the regular torture of the In- 
terviewed victim. Alexander declared 
afterward that he had enjoyed the visit
